Tours, Dec, 5.—A balloon from Paris de- 
scended near LeMaus, It left the city on the 
first, and brings the following news: The 
Freneh troops kept the position they took in 
the sorties of the 29th and 30th, and were 
preparing vigorouslyto prosecute the offen- 
sive movement, General Vinoy had 
a position greatly in advance 
of General Ducrat.. The latter was 
stopped, owing to a sudden rtse in the river, 
brought about by the Prussians breaking 
awayadam, and not on aceount of any re- 
sistance oftered by the Prussians. 

The Prussians retook Champigny but the 
French again took it.

Loxpox, Dec. 3.—A special dispatch from 
Brussels. on the 3d says that the Ger- 
mans yesterday made a desperate effort to 
drive Ducrat’s army, which held all the vil- 
lages onthe cast bank of the Marae from 
Noissy le Grande to Ormesow, back across the 
river. For this purpose at daylight yesterday 
the Twenty-eighth army corps and the 
Twefth, under the Duke of Saxony, and 
a division of the Wurtemburgers, 60,000 in all, 
made a furious assault, four columns advanc- 
ing on the French position at Brie and Cham- 
pigpy from the east, northeast, and southeast. 
Ducrat withdrew within the peninsula formed 
by the carve of the Marne directly opposite 
the Bois de Vincennes, thus covering his 
flanks by the stream.

Protest Against the Restrictions in the 
Port of Eatry Biull—A Five«million 
Suit Against the City—Etc. 


CuHIcAGo, Dec. 3.—It is very generally 
known thatthe recent act of Congress mak- 
ing Chicago, Cleveland, Ciocinnati, 8t. Louis 
and other interior cities ports of "entry, has 
been practically nullified by the stringent 
regulations issued by the Treasury Depart- 
ment. In consequence thereof, a large num- 
ber of importers, merchants and business mea 
generally have joined in a memorial to Con- 
gress, asking the passage of an act whereby 
the unnecessary restrictions contained in the 
Treasurv regulations may be removed, and the 
p'ain object of the original law carried out. A 
committee importers and merchants will 
go to Washibgton for the purpo:e of having 
tne evil complained of removed,

THE BANK TAX, 

The Secretary of the Treasury will recom- 
mend Congress to exercise its constititutional 
power to prevent States from so overtaxing 
the National banks as to make it necessary 
for them to charge more than the legal rates 
of interest, as is now the case in several States. 
{t is also asserted that Congress will be asked 
by the Treasury Department for legislation on 
the payment of interest by the National banks 
on their depesits. . The great danger consists 
in the payment of interest on the reserves 
of the country banks held bythe banks of 
larger cities. The funds which every country 


. bank should hold under the provisions of the 


law incorporating them asa reserve to protect 
its circulation and its deposits are too gen- 
erally loaned to some wealthy city bauk, 
used by it in its business, and, consequently, 
liable to be lost in any financial crash. It is 
said that the Treasury Department thinks 
that these reserves should rather be held sa- 
crediy, as sucb, or there should be a general 
tedeeming egency in New York, where they 
could be depusited without drawing interest 
and never used in business. 
THE NEBRASKA CEN&US. 

The Superinterdent of the Census received 
a ictter from ihe Marshal of Nebraska, stating 
that the popuiation of that State will reach at 
lewst 120,000. One district had to be reena- 
merated, but the census would soon be com- 
plete, The population of Nebraska in 1560 
was 25,S41. 

THE COMING SESSION, 

There are fewer Senators and members in 
town for the two days preceding the opening 
of the session than bas been known for many 
years, Of the three hundred, not forty were 
registered to-night at the capital. As acon- 
sequence but little fature legislatien is talked 
of, such of the member$ ae are here not being 
aware of anything new or important. Bilis 
are prepared, however, for increasing the 
whisky tax to one dollar a galion, for abol- 
ishing the income tax, for reducing the tariff 
thirty per cent., &c.

A **Tyrannical Overbearing Retailer 
of Grandicose Ugliness and f'eity

as though his three-topngued mouth was fal 
of hot masbed potatoes, His adveat in 
America was heralded by one of the chonces} 
“paid rotices’’ ever vouchsafed to one of hu 
calling. Dickens indorsed him, from the top+

American pedals. Dickens shortiy afterward 
died, and we truest and vest of modern nov; 
eliets was lost to the world; all onuccount of 
Charles Feehter. | 

The latter sought to drive Ejwin Booth 
from bu hard-earned niche in the hearts of 
the people of this country, but tke attempt 
was not emirentiy svueceesiol. Soured at his 
failure, be betook himself to Boston, and was 
presently transtormed into a Wistrionic demi- 
god. Boston owned no Beo'h, Boston was 
tot even the posseasor of a Davenport, or an 
Edwin Adams, Philadelphia was bette: off 
thap Boston, secure in the ownership of Mrs, 
Bowers. Boston once bad claimed ashare in 
Chariotte Cushman, but as soon as Mee Mer- 
tiles had shaken a goodly fortune into her 
skinny grip she shot away to Rome, and Bos- 
tou Was ieit with nothing io the form of dra- 
matic solace but William Warten and the 
performing monkeys at the Zoological gar- 
dens. 

lhe great tri-liogval was a goasend to Bos- 
tov. He was allowed to swindie Selwyn oat 
of the management of a besutiful theater, 
buiit ¢ptirely through the exertions and enter- 
prise of the defrauded victim.

Wallack, Jr.,a gentleman at heart, m out- 
ward bearing, and an actor whose record will 
cowpare favorably with that of Fechter’s 
under all circumstances, has been playing an 
engagement at the latter's theater as leading 
man to Fechteg’s star character.

‘}bere is a bevsutifal spot tn our midat, 
kpown as Stuart Kobinseon’s estate, beauti- 
fully diversified with parks and lawes, walks 
apd drives, part ot which, to the extent of 
eitber 12 or 20 acres, we ure told, that gentie- 
man Wil dispose of to the city for a public 
park. ‘Than such a place vothisg io the city 
could be more desirable for tue purpose that 
now exists, eithough there are some other 
spots that, as above intimated, are eligible 
and desirable, although uncuitivated. 

Then there w av opportunity for a most 
charming little park of ten or twelve acres, 
by taking the ground next to the City Hos- 
pital, running back to East street, and im- 
proving and throwing it all open into ove ia- 
closure. Likewise, the littlesquare on Jeffer- 
son, Green, Eleventh and Twelfth, Known as 
the old grave-yard, which would make a cem- 
etery perk, to be edmired and enjoyed for 
years to come, with an occasion for « hand- 
some commemorative monument. And the 
two or three acres attached to the University 
property on Chestnut, Magazine, Eight) aud 
Ninth streets, wiach are public grounds, 
and would make a moet handsome spot when 
fitted up and thrown ali open iato one park. 
These are the opportunities we bave now, 
and which we Ought to take advantage of 
while surrounding property is suil compara- 
tively low. Give us these breathing, resting- 
places now—tbese oases in the desert of brick, 
mudapd mortar—while theyare empty, so 
that in the years to come the question shall 
not have to be: ‘‘What shall we pay for these 
houses and improvements that we most tear 
down to meke room fora park?Y’’ 

The fact is that we need pot purchase a sin- 
gle acre in addition to what is slready owned 
by the city, aud yet have several fine parks, by 
using the money for improving what we al- 
ready cows. The grounds of the House of 
Refuge slone wenld give us a magnificent 
park of over 40 acres. it is to be hoped that 
every citizen of Louisyille, baving a true re- 
gard for its welfare ard for Lis owo luterest— 
be be laborer, mechanie or we'rchan'—will 
vete to bave inside parks by votiog for tae 
ordiracee op the 6.b of December

CHEAPER TO GIVE AWAY THE PUBLIC LANDS 


THAN SELL THEM, 

Much hes been said against the policy of 
gractivog large tracts of land to railway 
corporations. These lands are granted with 
the view of encouraging the extension 
of the railway system and bringing 
remote and inaccessible tracts of public 
domain within reach of the settler. But the 
folléwing table, which on one side shows the 
m onéys received each year from sales of pu>- 
lic lands, and on the other the expenses paid 
to keep up Joe Wilson and the Land Off be 
whose function it is merely to lay them out 
and convey them by warrants to purchasers, 
proves that it would be almost as cheap for 
the Government to gers them away as to sell 
them, the fees for the latter absorbing more 
then half the receipts from the former. The 
followirg is a table showing the annual reve- 
nues derived by the United States Govern- 
ment from the sales of public lands, and the 
at nual appropriations made by Congress for 
the expenees of the Land Office:

Considered as One of the Fine Arts. 


Strange as it may appear, more men 
hang themselves than are hanged by 
earthly justice. In former years there was 
no town of modest importance to be found 
on the Continent of aes that did not 
boast of its ghastly three pillars, connected 
with iron rods, from which dangled in hor- 
rid liveliness the bodies of culprits. Even 
the owners of ancient castles and more 
modern manors claimed the right of high 
jurisdiction, and pointed with pride at the 
clanking chains in which they might, if so 
minded, hang the next marderer found on 
their domain. But the ax and the sword— 
of which the guillotine is but a modified 
form—have superseded the familiar gal- 
lows, and maudlin pity for atrocious crim- 
inals has devised new means of endin 
their lives. The knout and the frosts o 
Siberia kill more slowly, but not less surely, 
than the hangman's rope; Swedes sends 
her condemned criminzals to the prison- 
cell to be fed upon hread and water, but 
without salt, and three weeks of the fear- 
ful regime saflice to end their lives; while 
Spanish executionegg break the prisoner s 
neck by the twisting-of an.jiron screw, and 
kill them, it’ig claimed, instantaneously. 
Thus it isin tngland and North Amer- 
ica alone that the rope is still called in 
to inflict capital punishment, and dis- 
graceful enough it is for two nations, 
boasting justly of leading all others on 
earth in civilization and culture, that the 
art of hanging is so little understood in 
these countries. 

The very fact, however, that hanging 
has gone out of fashion abroad, so far as 
public executions are concerned, and the 
shocking scenes enacted by otlicial hang- 
men among us seemto have made this 


the scaffold, still glorying in his popu- 
lar surname of the ‘Rope Physician.”’ 

It must not be forgotten, finally, that 
hanging may be neitherthe effect of mur- 
der nor of suicide, but the result of simple 
accident. Cases have already been men- 
tioned where unfortunate men have reck- 
leasly played with death till the so-called 
farce was t into i P 
But almost sadder still are the numerous 
eases in which children have “played at 
hanging,’ and become the victims of their 
dangerous sport. Notunfrequemtly such 
deaths result from mere accident, but oc- 
casionally the line cannot be drawn so 
exactly. Thusthere is a case on record 
of a boy of fourteen, who, after witness- 
ing an execution at Nottingham, was 
heard to say that he would like to know 
how a hanged man felt. The same day 
he was found dead, hanging by a rope 
from atree. It can hardly be doubted 
that the poor boy had no idea of self-de- 
struction, and perished accidentally in 
the effort to try at once the theory and 
the practice.of hanging. Still more re- 
markable cases are known, where persons 
have pretended to hang themselves at a 
moment when they had every reason to 
expect that help was at hand, and paid 
with their lives for their dangerous decep- 
tion. A younger brother of the most il- 
lustrious man of letters in France, a pupil 
at the Napoleon Lyceum, hanged himself 
thus in the school prison, to which he had 
been sent for some disgraceful act, at the 
precise moment when the servant was 
bringing him his dinner. Unfortunately 
the latier was an ignorant, superstitious 
man, who dar€d not touch the poor youth, 
although he saw him turning and twisting 
himself in his agony,,but ran down the 
long passage to call the master. Alas! 
when help came it was too late, and the 
terrible catastrophe made an indelible im- 


mode of ending life a favorite method 
with suicides. From the great Prince de 
(onde, the last scion of a matchless race, 
tothe humble cobbler on the brink of 
starvation, men weary of life, or driven to 
despair by their sins, resort to the rope to 
end their miserable days. Hence the 
marvelous varicty in the manner of 
accomplishing the desired end, and the 
well-established fact, acknowledged by 
the highest medical and judicial authori- 
ties, that hanging may be considered as 
one of the fine arts of ourday. The im- 
ortance of studying the subject has 
argely increased of late, since numerous 
instances have become known in which a 
foul murder was concealed by hanging up 
the body of the victim in order to give it 
the appearance of suicide. And yet 
nothing is apparently more difficult than 
to distinguish between the two crimes. 
No absolutely certain sign has yet been 
discovered by which suicide can be said to 
differ from murder. As far as external 
evidenceis concerned, it has been proved 
utterly unreliable. For here everything 
is possible. If there are persons whosimply 
carry out their purpose by the means 
nearest at hand and hang themselves on 
the beds, the window or grating in their 
room with a cravat, or in the barn with a 
hay rope, others go to work most sys- 
tematically, and surround themselves 
with difficulties which they seem to de- 
light in overcoming. Some leave every- 
thing in disorder around them; others ar- 
range every little triffeé in the house and 
in the room, and even carefully fold up 
the clothes which they lay aside before 
dying. At times they tie their hands be- 
fore or behind their back; sometimes they 
bandage their eyes, and even cut their 
long kair. The majority make a simple, 
loose knot; others dispose of the rope 
quite artistically; a poor woman, who had 
lost her mght hand, spent over an hour in 
accomplishing her end with her awkward

fiual result. So many wretches have been 
recalled to life, after having proved their, 
utter ignorance of the art of hanging, and 
men of science, like the famous Fleich- 
mann, of Erlangen, have experimented 
upon themselves so carefully, in order to 
become themselves conscious of all the 
sensations up to a certain point, that 
noi hing is left in the dark any longer. At 
the moment when the body falls by its 
own weight, an intense heat is felt in the 
head, the ear hears loud noises, the eyes 
see vivid flashes of light, the legs seem to 
acquire an enormous weight, and then all 
sensation is generally at an end. In 
these cases syncope has taken place im- 
mediately, The vulgar error, that in the 
first moments of hanging a voluptuous 
sensation is felt, has been completely 
refuted, Of the several hundred persons 
who have been cut down in time and re- 
stored to life, not one has deposed to more 
than a mere feeling of vague languor, 
such as almost always precedes the loss of 
consciousness. 

Then begins the second actin the sad 
drama—convulsions, spasmodic contrac- 
tions of the face, the sinking of the Pupil 
and violent contortions of the eyeball— 
which produces ahorrible expression. It 
is for the purpoee of hiding this hideous 
spectacle that, in some countries where 
barbarous hanging still prevails, a black 
cap is drawn over the face of the criminal, 
The convulsive movements extend gradu- 
ally to the whole bé@yyand finally reach 
the feet, sothat many a prisoner, trying 
to hang himself in his cell, has betraye 
his crime by the violent kicking of his 
feet against the door.

BEETHOVEN. 


The Coming Festival. 

When the fast world of the last century, with 
all its stimulus of cultivation, can bring forth no 
genius to stand beside the great master artist, 
Beethoven, and stil] sees his giant torm towering 
above all that went before and casting its shad- 
ow over al] that come after, tt may weil accord to 
him the extraordinary celebration now prepar- 
lng, rendeiing ite honor to the man, its homage 
to Lbe great truths revealed to his Inspired vis- 
lon apd handed down as a rich, noble inherit- 
ance of thought and imagination. 

Beethoven was a philozopher as well as a poet. 
He seught tha’ truth that underiies our feelings,
